W ar has long and frequently been con­ 
demned as sheer waste, both in human lives 
and material resources. But war is also a per­ 
iod of huge public spending, full employment 
and high wages. 
W ar thus sprouts prosperity, a condition 
which many hold is impossible in eras of 
peace. The fact that the depression of the 
1930s continued until World W ar II wiped it 
out lent credence to this theory. 
After the close of the Korean conflict there 
was widespread fear th at a period of business 
recssion would follow. This was to be ex­ 
pected, it was argued by many, and the na­ 
tion needed a period of readjustm ent from 
war to peace. 
This readjustm ent has now been largely 
accomplished, and high government spend­ 
ing probably eased the transition period. 
Business started to improve last autumn and 
continued to gain momentum during the win­ 
ter. It is continuing in full swing into the 
second quarter of this year. 
Surveys by such agencies as Dow Jones 
and Co. and the Wall Street Journal show 
that business indexes last month were just 
one point below those of March, 1953, when 
they reached an all-time high figure. Some 
economists predict this year may be the most 
prosperous in the nation’s history. 
Prosperity without war may have been 
achieved at last.
